The Crisis in Germany. 


The Imperial German Chanoellor faced 
the Reichstag at its meeting yesterday,’ 
and the proceedings of that body during 
the next few days will repay careful 
watching. Herr von Bethman-Hollweg’'s 
political existence is at stake; the Govern- 
ment of which he is the head is con- 
fronted with_a crisis vastly more serious 
than any that it had encountered since the 
beginning of the war. No attempt is 
made in Germany to conceal the existence 
or the gravity of this crisis. Upon the 
eve of the meeting of the Reichstag the 
Frankfurter Zeitung dealt with it in an 
extraordinarily frank article. It was not 
the outside situation, said the Frankfort 
organ, which caused anxiety; but at home 
symptoms had appeared which must 
evoke extremely serious thoughts. ‘The 


exists a widely extending movement, with 
powerful adherents, making use of the 
most insidious means to secure the over- 
throw of the Chancellor. People of rank 
and position are allowed to carry on a 
wild, paralysing agitation against the 
Imperial leadership, the centre-point of 
which is the Kaiser—an agitation which, 
unless an end is made to it; will cause 
the arm of the nation directa with force

has destroyed the cohesion of the Reich- 
stag parties. They are united only in a 
desire to wreak vengeance on the Govern- 
ment which has been responsible for the 
conduct of the war. 

The immediate aims of Herr yon 
Bethmann-Hollweg’s opponents are various. 

t one extreme stands thé minority group 
of the Social Democratic Party, growing 
in strength, whose members~are openly 
committed to a policy of opposition to the 
war. At the other extreme stand those’ 
exponents of “ruthlessness,” now sup- 
ported by responsible leaders of public 
epinion, who seek to create the 
impression that the Imperial Chan- 
cellor has imposed undue restraints upon 
the submarine and air war against Great 
Britain. Some members of this party, 
which has organised a campaign “for the 
speedy defeat of England,” are honest 
fanatics, like Count Reventlow: they 
really believe that Great Britain can 
be defeated by Zeppelin raids and 
a renewal of the submarine warfare 
which proved so disastrous for Ger- 
many. For the majority, however, the 
movement is génuine only in so far as 
it is prompted by the knowledge that, 
unless the power of Great Britain can 
be broken, Germany’s defeat is ‘inevit- 
able. The whole basis of the agitation 
against the Chancellor is, in the last 
analysis, sheer panic; and it could not 
have come to a head in the meeting of 
the Reichstag at a more inconvenient 
moment for the Kaiser and his counsellors. 
It has been produced, despite the 
Frankfurter Zeitung's ingenuous dis- 
claimer, by external, and not by purely 
internal, events. The latest events upon 
the Somme are a gloomy text for the 
Chancellor's apologia. The Koelnische 
Zeitung, putting the best face upon the 
great defeat at Thiepval and Combles, 
declares that the battles on the Somme 
“form only a portion of the operations 
as a whole, and receive their appreciation 
in their effect upon the qnting opera- 
tions.” Let us apply that “apprecia- 
tion.” It is Marshal Yon Hindenburg’s 
strategy to stand upon the defensive im the 
west and to resume the offensive in the 
east. That strategy is visibly being pre- 
vented from maturing by the superior 
strength of the Allies. The offensive in 
the east has achieved insignificant results. 
It has failed in the Dobrudja; it has 
failed in Transylvania, where the enemy’s 
momentary possession of the Vulkan Pass, 
through which they proposed to invade 
Rumania, has been wrested from them. 
Germany 's star in the east has declined 
go visibly that, afteg the defection of 
his Fleet to the Allies and the secession 
of more of his islands, even King (on- 
stantine appears to have decided that Cer- 
many’s is the losing side. 

Germany's outlook in the east is cheer- 
less enough; but it was her cardinal 
article of faith that, whatever might 
happen there, the “iron wall” in the 
west would hold fast. That comfortable 
illusion has been crumbling rapidly under 
the smashing strokes of the Allied 
Armies, and the events of the last few 
days have seen its destruction. Of the fact 
that the truth of their situation is dawn- 
ing on the German people we have an 
even surer index than the recent throw: 
ing away of all restraint in the massed 
attack upon the Imperial Chancellor. 
Germany's fifth War Loan, which is now 
Open for subscription; iseo TAY 2 Tarnure 
lt is a failure although no stone has been 
left unturned to make it a success. It is 

a failure despite the concerted effort of 
‘he German Press, on the eve of its issue, 
to obscure the extending defeat upon 
the Somme behind that “ decisive victory ” 
of Marshal von Mackensen in the Dob- 
rudja which has resulted in a progressive 
retreat of his forces. Its failure attests 
the discovery by the German people of 
the situation which it was Herr von 
Bethmann-Hollweg’s unenviable duty yes- 
terday to explain and excuse to the Reich- 
stag as best he could. Only a par# of 
his speech has reached us as we wr 
but the line which he would adopt bras 
indicated in advance by the Prankfwiter 
Zeitung on the eve of the meeting, when 
it said that “the Reichstag must this 
time look the problem straight inj the 
face, and the man who has been Ea 
beíore all others, must take the occásion 
to grasp the bull by the horns” A 
message from Berlin via Berne state¢fhat 
he has found support against the Jubkers 
and the Tirpitz party by an alliancdwith

in the national standard of living. He is 
an optimist because he is convinced that 
the country will not wish or dare to be 
ungrateful to the men who will have saved 
it from Prussian tyranny. Our working- 
class soldiers must not come back to the 
old “ dug-outs”’ and “‘funk-holes” of the 
city slums; therefore, the end of the war 
must see the beginning of great. schemes of 
housing reform. Twenty years ago Sir 
James Crichton-Browne’s postulate that 
every citizen must have a clean living 
place, “whether he can afford to pay for 
it or not,” would have been scouted as 
revolutionary or Utopian. “day we 
accept it as a reasonable statement of a 
problem which the State must solve sooner 
or later, and is likely to solve, if not 
in our own life-time, at any rate in our 
child Some millions of Britons 
have been learning to enjoy strict cleanli- 
ness between their spells of filth in the 
trenches, and the habit of the bath is not 
easily forgotten. The war must result in 
ah immense increase in the number of 
public baths and wash-houses throughout 
the country. Hundreds of thousands of 
English soldiers will refuse to go back to 
the towns. Those of them who do not 
emigrate must be provided with homes 
and work in the rural districts. This need 
Will involve the acquisition—no doubt, by 
the State—of great tracts of land, the de 
velopment of tillage and intensive culture, 
and large schemes of afforestation. We 
need not pursue Sir James Crichton- 
Browne’s glowing hopes of perpetual and 
universal peace as a consequence of the 
coming defeat of Germany. His practi- 
cable programme, as we have outlined it 
here, is enough to fill the minds of ordi- 
nary men. That it is a practicable pro- 
gramme who that has watched our miracles 
of war organisation during the last two 
years will venture to deny?

Fue] Economy. 


Gas consumers in Dublin will be pleased 
to notice that a member of the Board of 
the Gas Company, speaking of the “ ideal” 
of the directors, put first a reduction of 
the price of gas. The other part of the 
ideal is an increase of the dividend. In 
the gas industry special war expenses, 
such as increased cost of coal, oil, and 
freights, are largely counterbalanced by 
the increased value of residuals. The 
latter are much used in the processes of 
When the war is over 
their market value will certainly fall 
again, but it is extremely unlikely that 
they will go back quite to the old level. 
One of the things to which the war has 
awakened the country is the wasteful use 
of the coal resources of the United King- 
dom. ‘There are various reasons for a 
change of our ways in that respect. One 
is economic. In pursuance of the prin- 
ciple that, in order to pay for the war, 
our export trade must be developed, it is 
hoped that more British coal than ever 
will be sold to foreign buyers, and that a 
more careful use of the product at home 
will be the means of setting fr@ large 
quantities for that purpose. It is well 
known that in household grates and in most 
factory furnaces coal is burned in such a 
way that much of its fuel and power value 
is wasted. War conditions and after-war 
prospects are giving a great impetus to 
the movement in favour of central fuel- 
converting and power-distributibg stations, 


Such stations, if scientificall® arranged, 
can deal more eccné mically win ordinary 


steam coal, and probably wilf be able to 
consume to advantage other and inferior 
fuel resourees which at present are either 
wasted or not developed at all. They 
should be able to supply power—in terms 
of motive power, heat, and light—at a 
lower cost; and they would extract and 
preserve for productive purposes the 
various residuals. The latter operation, 
in a thoroughly organised industrial 
system, would be no less important than 
that of power-production. As for house 
hold needs, we are moving slowly, but 
will certainly move fast in the near 
future, towards the time when the domestic 
coal-burning grate will be obsolete. The 
great increase in the cost of coal since the 
war began is helping the movement, and 
the suggestion that gas may be cheaper 
will help it still more in Dublin.

NATIONALIST PARTY’S

THE PRICE OF IRISH HELP FOR IRISH 
SOLDIERS.

Act into operation. 

(7) No imprisonment of Irishmen without trial. 

(8) The treatment of Irish rebellion prisoners 
as political prisoners. 

(9) The Home Rule Act must provide for the 
“ ultimate integrity ” of Ireland. 

The Freeman's Journal says that the observ- 
ance of all these conditions by the British 
Government will revive voluntary recruiting in

He estim&tes that Austria, 
which so recently as June last had sixty 
divisions in the field, has now no morg 
than twenty, divided pretty equally 
tween the Italian front and the Easter 
Carpathians. Bulgaria has no reserves t 
fall back upon, and Turkey, though she 
can still find a few more men, has very 
little equipment and no money. “The 
time is not very far off,” he concludes 
“when the enemy forces in the field wil 
be Germans alone.” 

The message which Sir Douglas Hig 
sends to-day is very comforting. After ths. 
great victories of Monday and Tuesday, 
one hesitated to think of the pricé in 
blood at which they had been bought. We 
had been assured that our losses were 

“comparatively slight#’ but, in such a 
gigantic struggle as the battle of the 
Somme, ‘comparatively’ might have 
signified much. To-day Sir Douglas Haig 
says that “our losses are small, not only 
relatively to the importance of our gai! 
but absolutely.” That is very reassuring 
but he goes on to show that, in fact, they 
were surprisingly small. Our. total casual. 
ties are not more than twice the number 
of enemy prisoners taken. The number 
of prisoners taken in the two days was 
between three and four thousand, and, 
therefore, our losses—killed, wounded, and 
missing—amount at most to eight thousand 
men. 

No one here ‘believes the German story 
that the submarine liner Bremen has ar 
rived in America. For one thing, no con 
firmation of it has been received from 
America itself, and, for another, no sul 
marine in existence could have remained 
on the sea or under it for such a length 
time as would be necessary in this case 
The Bremen, we must remember, 
originally stated ‘to have left Germany 
shortly after the Deutschland, : and 
have been due in American water on 3ist 
July. To suppose that she can have been 
knocking about the Atlantic for ei ght 
weeks more without, being discovered 
our patrols is absurd. The probabil 
is either that the submarine, whose arr. il 
is now reported, is a third vessel dubbed 
Bremen for the occasion, or else that the 
whole story is a fabrication. 

There is some foundation, no doubt, for 
the Morning Post's warning against the 
interference of civilian politicians with the 
work of the Navy and Army.

RECRUITING IN IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Siz,—In your leading article yesterday you 
stated that there are eligible Unionist 
“ Slackers’ in Ireland, and that the recent 
recruiting campaign in Ulster for the 36th Divi- 
sion was “ discreditably poor.” This is, un- 
fortunately, true, but the reason is obvious. 

Unionists of Ireland are convinced that 
they have already supplied more than their 
fair quota of volunteers to the Army, and 
believe that, if the Nationalist members of the 
community had done as well, there would now 
be no crisis in regard to the need of Irishmen 
for Irish regiments. Sir Edward Carson has 
frequently stated that the Irish people who 
acknowledge him as their leader are not only 
willing, but eager, to have the same laws 
meted out to them as to the English, Scottish, 
and Welsh. They,do not fear conscription, but 
decidedly object té play into the hands of their 
anti-British fellow-countrymen by filling the 
gaps in Irish battalions whilst young men of 
the Nationalist type are hanging back. 

During a recent visit to England I was 
amazed at the statemenis I read and heard re- 
garding Ireland's “ base betrayal.” I was fre- 
Sarg asked why Englishmen, Scotsmen, and 

elshmen should be sent into Irish regiments 
when they preferred to serve in their own local 
battalions, and why eligible Irishmen should be 
allowed ta.shirk when British shirkers are being 
rounded up daily. Several leading journals 
across the water have drawn attention to the 
matter, and now smal! provincial papers are 
making the same inquiries, and commenting 
adversely on the attitude of the Nationalist 
members of Parliament in this crisis in their 
country’s history. 

The thanks of all loyal Irishmen are due to 
the Irish Times for the patriotic attitude it 
has taken on this question. I know from letters 
received from France and Salonika that the 
brave Irishmen in the trenches are disgusted at 
the apathy and selfishness of their fellow- 
countrymen who refuse to help them in the

THE PRICE OF FLAX, 

TO THE EDITOR OP THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—There is a report current over the 
North of Ireland which is creating a great deal 
of uneasiness in the minds of the cultivators of 
Trieh flax, and waich, if it is not checked, will 
tend seriously to discourage the industry in 
future. It is asserted in the first place that 
the Government have commandeered tho crop, 
and bave fixed the standard price at somothing 
about 15s. It is also asserted that this silly 
rumour is being cirenlated by the Fiax 
Spinners’ Association, and that, in addition to 
the circulation of this rumour, their organisa. 
tion has met and has fixed its price for the 
markets for the season. 

In view of these rumours, may I warn the 
flax-growers generally that it ie not true that 
the Government have commandeered the crop, 
nor have they im any way interfered with its 
free sale in the open market? I cannot pos- 
sibly believe that these vicious rumours have 
emanated from Flax Spinners’ Association. 
They are a body of men, as I know some of 
them, far too respectable to stoop to euch 
methods of trade. I am more inclined to be- 
lieve that these rumours, which have appeared 
in the Press and other places, are the acts of 
some designing who wish to corner the 
opening markets in particular districts. Might 
1 advise the farmers to keep their heads, and

transit added.- I think, in view of the future 
success of the industry, and to restore the con- 
fidence which ought to exist between seller and 
buyer, that the Flax Spinners’ Association 
should give these rumours the most public 
and categorical denial,’ and that very promptly. 

So far as we are concerned in County

market for the flax ourselves. We will pay 
five per cent. on the capital invelved and ex- 
ponsés on purchase and sale of the flax, and 
afterwards distribute our surplus to the flax- 
growers whose fi@x we have purchased, and we 
are sure that many other Ulster counties will 
do the same. The farmers can find their own 
money. We hope, however, that the farmers 
will not be driven to ‘this, and that they will 
get that fair and legitimate market for their 
goods which they so richly deserve.—Yours,
